Governments and- Commissions 


— 


Canada has become a land of Commissions. There is the Railway 
Commission, thg Civil Service Commission; the Deep Waterways Comimis- 
sion, Harbor Commissfons, the Soldier Settlement Boards the Pensions 
Board, while Commissions almost without number have been appointed in 
recent years to inquire into. this, that and the othef question. In addition 
to the many Commissiotfs appointed by the Dominion authorities, every 
Province has a number of these bodies created under_Provincial statutes. 

Other Commissions*‘and Boards haye been created to discHarge admin- 
istrative functions, oft-times of a semi-jutlicial character, when Governments 
have been faced With problems where, for political reasons, they did not 
care to assume direct responsibility in administration because of the pres® 
sure they knew would be applied\to prevent a strict. enforcemént of the 
law, Or because of the unpopularity “whith must inevitably ensue from a 
proper adherence to the regulations laid down and through the application 
of strict business principles, ei 

While not condemning Commissions as an institution in government, 
it is open to question whether all Governments in Canadag,-both Federal and 
Provincial, have not made mistakes in a too-frequent resort to them and 
thereby created a feeling of want of confidéice among the masses of the 
people. f / 

Be that as it may be, one thing is at least clear. If a Government 
transfers to a Commission important administrative duties and responsi- 
bilities which ordinarily belong to Government itself, then it is the botinden 
duty of that Government to Support aad uphold the actions of such-Com- 
mission, except where it is shown that~the Commission “has been derelict 
in its duty, has exceeded its powers, or has shown marked partiaity in 
administration. ns 

Last summer, one by one the members of the Board of Commerce re- 
signed from office because of disagreement with members of the Dominion 
cabinet, until, at last, there was no Board left in existence. 
Readers will recall the sensation caused by the resignation of Mr. Murdock 
and the chatges of interference with the Board which he made publicly in 
the press. The Governirent thereupon: appointed: new members to-the 
Board. These men recently issued a most outrageous order prohibiting 
the importation of sugar into Canada, ordering that all Canadian purchases 
of sugar must be made from Canadian refineriés, and fixing the retail price 
of sugar at 21 cents a pound, plus freight, although there were large sur- 
plus stocks in the country and sugar was retailing as low as 10, 11 and 12 
cents a pound in the United States. An outraged public ‘forced the-sus- 
pension of this order by the Government pending an investigation, but it 
was so palpably framed in the interests of the refiners solely and against 
all other classes of industry using sugar and the people of Canada generally, 
that-4t should be absolutely cancelled. ‘ 

The fact that in the creation of these Commissions, Governments al- 
ways reserve to themselves the right of over-iiding the acts and decisions 
of the Commissions—undoubtedly a necessary) precaution under democratic 
institutions—only gots to show that in the final analysis Governments are 
responsible for the acts of such Commissions. 

The sooner Canada gets back to the straightforward plan of clearly de- 
fined Government responsibility invall acts of public administration, with 
Parliament as a free and untrammelled forum for the discussion ef all 
public questions and grievances, and the final arbiter in all matters, the bet- 
ter for the Dominion. ; :

Helium Production 
From Canadian Gas 


War-time Experiments Showed Can- 
ada Can Supply Non-Inflammable 
Gas For Balloons. re 


Prof. J. C. McLennan, University 
of Toronto, recently addressed the 
Chemical Society of Great Britain ou 
“Helium, its Production and Uses.” 

In the autumn of 1915 the-Board of 
Invention and Research requested 
Prof. McLennan to undertake a sur- 
vey of the helium—resources-of Car 
ada and of the Empire and to in- 
vestigate their production. 

In Ontario, Prof." McLénnan found 
the percentage of helium in natural 
gas to increase from 0.15 to 0.33 of 
one per cent. as he went further west. 
He estimated the whole available sup- 
ply at 2,000,000 cubic fect per year. 
In the Bow Island gas-field in South- 
ern Alberta the percentage is 0.36 and 
the possible annual supply over 1,000,- 
000 cubic feet. 


Following the erection of a small 
experimental plant at Hamilton, Ont, 
in 1917, new works were established 
at Calgary, Alta, in 1918, in-the 
buildings of tlre Western Canada Na+ 
tural Gas Co. A run of three days 
produced, in the second stage, 700 
cubic feet of helium of 90 per cent. 
purity. The purity was finally rais- 
ed to 97 per cent, 99 per cent. being 
attainable. Prof, McLennan states 
that a plant could be established at 
Calgary which woyld yield 10,500,000 
cubic feet of helium of a purity of 97 
per cent? per year at a cost of $750,- 
000. : 3
